The L egislature Adjourns Un­ 
til Ten O’clock on Tues­ 
day M orning.

Both houses 
of the legislature convened at ten o’clock 
this morning. 
The governor’s message was read to 
each house separately, after which an 
adjournment was taken until ten o'clock 
on Tuesday. 
The message was a careful review of 
Wisconsin affairs, its full text being as 
follows: 
Fellow Citizens o f the Senate and Assem ­ 
bly: 
You are conveoed under circumstances 
especially favoring the prosperity of 
Wisconsin. It becomes my pleading 
duty to report excellent progress in all 
the material affairs of our commonwealth, 
as well as a most encouraging growth in 
good citizenship. 
The past two years 
have, under the blessing of an All-Wise 
Provider, ce, been marked by peace and 
good will throughout the various and 
complicate relations of our life. Nothing 
conduces more to snob a desirable state 
of affairs than the enactment and enforce­ 
ment of just and wholesome laws. It is 
well to remember that all the law we have 
is the enforced law. 
The e flairs of our state govern irent 
have been conducted with a general re­ 
gard for integrity and economy. I con­ 
gratulate you upon the cheering outlook 
whiehjis presented to us as a people iD 
all our borders, and I desire to assure 
you of my most earnest purpose to co 
operate with you to the fullest promotion 
possible of the peace and prosperity of 
our beloved state.

STATE D E B I. 
The pnblio debt of the state which was 
created in 1861-3 for the purpose of 
maintaining the integrity of the Union, 
should serve as a constant reminder of 
what it cost Wisconsin in part to pre­ 
serve arepuolioan form of 'government.

CONTINGENT FU N D . 
It appears from the records in the ex­ 
ecutive office that the disbursements 
from the governor’s contingent fund, 
from January 1,1887, to December 31, 
1888, were $3,463, and that the balance to 
the credit of that fond on the 1st day of 
January of 
the current year was 
$4,185.11. I would recommend the usual 
appropriation of $2.ODO a year for the 
coming two years.

GENERAL FU ND. 
The fiscal transactions of the s tate in 
its own behalf, apart from its responsi­ 
bilities as trustee for the various educa 
tional trust funds, are all exhibited in the 
account w ith the general fund. The re­ 
ceipts are drawn from various sources, as 
will appear from the summary. 
The 
state tax repretents the amounts levied 
id accordance with the provisions of cer­ 
tain statutes for the payment of interest 
on the state’s indebtedness to the trust 
funis, tbe one-mill school tax, the uni­ 
versity tax, the completion and furnishing 
of science hall. The one-mill tax is col­ 
lected^ proportion to property and re 
turned to the counties in proportion to 
school population. 
All these taxes are 
for educational purposes. The large in­ 
crease m the sums received from railroad 
and lDsurance companies in recent years 
bas made unnecessary the special levy 
theretofore annually made by the legis­ 
lature, and this circumstance has given 
rise to the erroneous impression in many 
oases that no state lax nas been levied.

achieved except through wise and con­ 
servative legislation, and thus becomes a 
powerful reminder of the necessity cf 
continuing such a policy. 


ACCOUNT W ITH THE GENERAL GOVERNMENT. 
In the message of my predecessor for 
1887 reference is made to the fact that 
the war tax levied by the general govern­ 
ment against this state had been paid, 
and that there was due the state upon the 
settlement the sum of $8,409.43. This 
amount has been collected from the gen­ 
eral government and paid into the state 
treasury. 
Mr. George W. Barchan!, who was 
appointed as agent of the state, succeeded 
in collecting from the general govern­ 
ment $19,282 29 on account of rejectee 
and abandoned war claims. These claims 
had been rejected by the government 
years ago, and the amount thus collected 
is a clear gain to the atate. Mr. Bar­ 
chan! also succeeded in securing, daring 
tho past two years, patents from the gen­ 
eral government to the state for 21.746,21 
acres of swamp lands, and 41,779.88 acres 
of indemnity lands. 


WAB TAX. 


$125,219.62 
The weekly per capita cest 
in 1887 was $3,32, ana in 1888, $3 80. 
The increase of cost in 1888 of $13,143.60 
over that of the previous year was made 
necessary by repairs and renewals in hos­ 
pital buildings. There is yet an uiux- 
p3uded balaoae of $13,000 remaining 
from the appropriation of two years ago. 
I am gratified to be able to state that 
he number of inmates in the state prison 
is not increasing. The average number 
co .flued in 1887 was 448; in 1888, 441. 
Tbe total expense for the support of the 
prison for the oast two years was $59,- 
325.53 for 1887, md $61,07387 for the 
fiscal year ending September 30, 1888. 
Total for the two years, $120,399.40. Of 
this amount, $99,187.96 was received from 
the prison labor contractor. This leaves 
the net cost of the prison to the state for 
the two years, $21,211.44. 
The Industrial Bchool for boys cost 
the state for 1887 $45,583.12, and for 
1888, $49,104.25. Tbe average popula • 
tion of tbe school in 1887 was 334, and 
in 1888,359. The weekly per capita cost 
for maintenance lo tbe former year was 
$2.62; in the latter year, $2.63. None of 
the state institutions can have a more di­ 
rect bearing on the future preservation 
of(individual character and obedience to 
the laws than this school. It is essen­ 
tially a school for the rescae of youth 
from a life of vagrancy and orime, and as 
suoh 
should 
appeal forcibly 
to a 
wise liberality on the part of the legis­ 
lature. 
The School for Deaf cost the state 
$35,515 30 for 1887, and $37,609.29 for 
1888. There is left $6,875.41 from the 
appropriation of $80,000 by the last legis­ 
lature. The number of scholars in at­ 
tendance in 1887 was 198; in 1888 , 2 J6. 
The per capita cost was $3.46 and $3.51 
per week for the two years respective­ 
ly* 
The School for tbe Blind maintained 
73 scholars in 1887 at a cost of $19,630.- 
52, and 84 scholars m 1888 at a cost of 
$20,365.41, or a weekly per capita cost of 
$5.14 for tbe first year, and $4.66 for tbe 
secoud year. 
With commendatory wisdom the last 
two legislature made provision for the 
establishment and maintenance* of the 
state public school at Sparta. There has 
been expended tor that institution$95,- 
000, for lands and building—$30,000 in 
1885, and $65,000 in 1887. Five substan­ 
tial cottage and one large main building 
have been erected, and surrounding these 
is a farm of (165 acres, nearly all under 
cultivation. The cost for current ex­ 
penses in J887 was $11,278 18, and for 
1888 with a large increase of children, 
$10,128.48. The school was 
opened 
November 13,1886, and from that time 
to September 30, 1888, 301 children were 
received. Eighty-three have been in­ 
dentured, all banig placed rn excellent 
homes; 19 are out on trial. At tbe dose of 
tbe present year there were 181 remain­ 
ing in the sohool. When it is consider­ 
ed that these children have beeo taken 
from degrading, and in many instances 
depraved, surroundings, in certain cases 
found en the streets abandoned 
by 
worthless parents, and are now placed in 
au institution where they are surrounded 
with kindly and 
obnstam lutiueocai, 
and csaisted in the hopeful work of 
making good men and women of them­ 
selves, full justification will be found for 
all that has been ana may be expended 
in so good a cause.

CHARITABLE AND PENAL INSTITUTIONS. 
The following interesting and import­ 
ant facts are submitted relative lo the 
management of the state institutions by 
the state board or supervision: 
Daring the biennial term ending Sep­ 
tember 30,1888, $785 277.57 was expend­ 
ed for the maintenance of the seven in­ 
stitutions. Of this amount $523,369.28 
was tbe regular legislative appropriation 
of 1887. The balance was received from 
coonties for tbe support of insane and 
inmates of the Industrial School tor 
Boys. 
The total cost tor the support of tbe 
State Hospital for the Insane for 1887 
was $95,213.15, and for 1888, $93,154.83, 
being a weekly per capita cost of $3.55 
for the former year and $3.74 for the lat­ 
ter 
The average number of patient in 
the* hospital for 1887 was 516, ani for 
1888,479. 
. 
. . 
Notwithstanding the extra coat of sev­ 
eral improvements in and about the hos­ 
pital there will remain a surplus 
$18 OOO from the appropriation 
years ago. 
The average number of insane main­ 
tained at the northern hospital during 
1887 was 650, and for 1883,634. The total 
cost of the maintenance of tbe bopp’tal 


Wisconsin has a system peculiar to 
itself fcr the maintenance and care of its 
iDsaie. This system includes hospitals 
second to none, I believe, in their ap­ 
pointments and management for the re­ 
ception end treatment of all recent and 
hopeful cases. Two of these are exclu­ 
sively state institutions, and tbe other, 
the Milwaukee County Asylum, is both 
governed and maintained in part by tbe 
eta e. These institutions have a normal 
capacity for the care of 1,370 patients. 
and at the close of tbe fisoal yeer had 
1,425 inmates. 
In addition to these hospitals proper 
there are now sixteeen county asylums 
for the care of tbe ohronio insane, with 
two others in process of erection. The 
combined capacity of these asylums 
will be suficieut to aoooommodate 1,505 
inmates. The peculiarity of these asy­ 
lums is that while they are maintained 
and managed by the counties exclusively 
iu'.which they are situated, yet when con 
ducted id a manner satisfactory to tbe 
s ate b aid of charities aud reform, they 
become entitled to assistance from the 
state at tbe rate of $1.50 weekly for each 
inmate. From personal observation of a 
limited ^degree, I am convinced that 
these asylums are furnishing a practical 
solution of the vexed question. How 
shall we provide for the constantly ac­ 
cumulating chromo insane in a way 
einnotmcal, humane and consistent with 
the civilized spirit of the sge? The per 
capita weekly oost for tbe maintenance 
of these asylums averaged for the year 
1887, $163, and tor 1888, $160. The cred­ 
it for suggestiug - perfecting and main­ 
taining this systeml in all its forms is 
due to tbe state board cf chanties and 
reform. 


THE BUREAU OF LABOR AND INDUSTRIAL 


STATISTICS. 
This bureau was created by the legis­ 
lature of 1883 for tbe purposes implied 
in its title. Subsequent acts of the leg­ 
islature have greatly enlarged the soope 
aud character of its work, and id a sense 
conferred upon it executive powers for 
the enforcement of the laws for the pre­ 
vention of accidents to employees and 
others in oases of tire, and from unsafe 
machinery, unguarded elevators, hatch­ 
way s, eto. The third biennial report of 
this bureau contains much valuable in­ 
formation on a great variety of topics. 
It is here shown that the annual per 
capita earnings of 62,935 employees in 
manufacturing establishments in Wis­ 
consin, including men, women and chil­ 
dren, average $376.75, and this is re 
ported to be $30 more than the highest 
rate eyer developed by the United States 
census. The average annual earnings of 
skilled mechanics is reported at $641.11. 
These statistics are very gratifying, but 
they are not tally complete in their sig­ 
nificance without mention of the further 
fact that never before in the history of 
the world did these wages haye so large 
a purchasing power in the necessaries of 
lite aa now. Mr. Edward Atkinson, ol 
world-wide fame as a statistician, has 
pull shed I tables proving conclusively 
that from 1860 to 1886 the purchasing 
power in food, fuel, and materials for 
olotbing, of tbe wages of specially skilled 
workmen, increased seventy per cent, of 
co ninon mechanics fifty-nine per oent, 
and of ordinary laborers forty-three per 
cent. 
The report of this bureau shows fur­ 
ther that 1,221 manufacturing and com­ 
mercial establishments, with an aggre- 
! gate of 68.467 employees, and 374 hotels 
: and pnblio buildings, were officially 
I visited ani inspected. As a result of 
; this inspection, fire escapes were ordered 
to be erected in 245 instances, and other 
directions looking to tbe greater safety 
of employees were given in 490 instances 
—nearly all meeting with cheerful and 


REVENUES 
TURES. 
The secretary of state esti nates that 
the annual revenues forjthe years begin­ 
ning January 1.1890, and January 1,1891, 
will reach $2,161,241 95, of whiph $1,291,- 
700 will be derived from licenses and 
fees; and $869,541 95 from taxes to be 
levied under existing laws. He farther 
estimates that these revenues will be am­ 
ple to meet all the ordinary and fixed 
expenditures for those years, and that it 
will be unhecessary to levy any further 
tax unless extraordinary appropriations 
are made by this legislature. If such 
appropriations are made, it will be nec­ 
essary for yon to provide tor their pay­ 
ment 
STATE FISH INTERESTS. 
The important interests committed to 
tbe oare of the oommission&rs of fisher­ 
ies appear to have been zealously and 
successfully prosecuted. Of their ap­ 
propriation of $12,000 for eaoh of the 
years of 1887 aud 1888 there remained 
at the close of 1888, $369.16. A detailed 
account of the labors of the commission 
will be found in their valuable and in­ 
teresting report. Both the Nine Springs 
hatchery, designed for the propagation 
of fish for inland waters, and the Mil­ 
waukee hatchery, designed for the pro- 
pogation of fish for Lakes Michigan and 
Superior, have been greatly enlarged 
Wisconsin now takes rank as the first of 
states for the replenishment of inlan I 
waters, although Michigan still leads in 
tbe capacity of stocking tbe great lakes. 
Tbe legislature two years ago made pro­ 
vision for] the appointment of fish war­ 
dens. The reports of these wardens for 
1887 of necessity cover but a portion of 
that year. The report for 1888 was not 
made until December 31, as this is the 
date provided by law. I would recom- 
m etd an amendment to the law fixing an 
earlier date for tbe rendering ©f such re­ 
ports. The value of the catch en the 
great lakes as given by the fish wardens 
in 1887 was 8250,168.88; value of pro- 
petty employed $269,776.65, and the 
number of persons employed regularly in 
that year was 612 
The value of the 
catch in 1888 was $270,595.06; value of 
property employed, $337,706.00; number 
of persons employed 628.

Reading, 
Pa., Jan. 
IO.—A cyclone 
swept over tho northern section of this city 
Wednesday afternoon and laid waste every­ 
thing within its path, with a terrible loss of 
life. 
The number of lives that have been 
sacrificed and the number of persons in­ 
jured can only lie estimated. 
Tho most re­ 
liable computation is that not less than 
sixty and perhaps eighty persons have been 
killed outright and IOO injured. 
It had been raining very hard all the 
morning. 
Toward noon the rain ceased 
almost entirely, and by 4 o’clock there was 
every indication that there would be an en­ 
tire cessation of the storm. 
Half an hour 
afterw ard the sun began to penetrate the 
clouds, and the tints of a rainbow were 
seen in the eastern sky. 
It portended a 
beautiful sunset. 
There was a clear cky 
overhead. 
This continued for half an 
hour. 
■ TheflCoinlng of the Storm. 
Then the scene changed with a sudden­ 
ness that was appalling. 
The fleecy clouds 
gave way to the ominous signs of a coming 
storm. 
Dark heavy banks of clouds m ar­ 
shaled themselves, and soon darkness seemed 
to have settled over the city. 
The re liras a 
stillness as of coming danger. 
Then the 
wind whistled, the storm clouds grew 
heavier, ard still louder grew the wind. In 
tho western sky tho storm was seen ap­ 
proaching with a thundering noise. 
P er­ 
sons residing along tho track of the storm 
say that they saw the first sign of danger 
in a funnel-shaped cloud which seemed to 
gather up everything within its reach and 
cast it right aud left. 
Out in the country 
houses and barns were unroofed, farm 
outbuildings were overturned, crops rooted 
up, and destruction spread in every direc­ 
tion. 
The {rack of the storm was not more 
than two hundred feet wide, and it is lucky 
that it only touched the suburbs of tho city. 
It came from the west and {passed along 
the northern border of Reading. 
H avoc In the City. 
First it touched th’e Mount Penn} stove 
works. 
Here the corner of the building 
was struck, and a portion of the roof was 
cut off as nicely as if done with a pair of 
Spissors. 
Then the 
storm crossed some 
fields and took off a portion of the roof of 
J. H. Sternberg’s rolling mill. 
A number 
of dwellings were unroofed as readily as if 
their tin roots were paper. 
The storm 
harried across tho property of tho Read­ 
ing railroad company and crossed the rail­ 
road, 
A passenger car was overturned as 
quickly as if it had been a toy, and its 
splinters scattered in every direction. 
Meanwhile the rain poured down in tor­ 
rents. 
The atmosphere became heavy and 
oppressed, and it was almost as dark as 
n ight 
Crushed and Burned to D eath. 
On one side of the track of the Reading 
railroad was situated tho paint shop of tho 
company. 
It was a one-story building 
ahunt HO by 150 feet in size. 
Here about 
thirty men were employed painting passeu 
ger cars. 
There were eight or nine of these 
cars in the building. 
They had been built 
a t the company’s shops in this city at a 
cost of $6,000 each. 
The building was 
struck squarely in the middle, and the bricks 
scattered about as if they were playthings. 
The cars were turned topsy-turvy, while 
the men were buried under the debris. 
Some of tho bricks were carried away. Tho 
chamber of each of the passenger cars was 
already filled with 
gas, as 
they were 
ready to be taken out on tho road in a few 
days. 
They exploded one after another 
with the fearful bang of a cannon. 
Bang, 
bang, bang, they resounded over tho city, 
causing tho people to run out of their 
houses, thinking that it was the sound of an 
earthquake. 
There was a considerable 
quantity of gasoline in the building, and 
this added flue! to the flames. 
A sheet of 
flame shot upward with the roar o f mus­ 
ketry. 
About twenty of tho men had a 
chance to crawl out of the debris, but four 
of their com panions were enveloped in tho 
flames. 
Their cries were heard for a mo­ 
ment by tho terrified workmen and then 
their voices were hushed forever. 
They 
were quickly roasted to death. 
The fire deportment was called out, but 
its services were unavailing. 
The building 
and cars were consumed in fifteen minutes 
and nothing left but blackened, smoking 
ruins, under which lay four human beings 
burned to a crisp. 
Their names are: 
JOHN KALLER. 
ALBERT LANDSBERGER. 
8HEKIDANJJONES. 
GEORGE SCHAFFER. 
a v. 
It was rumored th at several others had 
been killed, but these are the only ones 
known to have lost their lives. 
Aaron De- 
walt, one of the employes in the paint shop, 
had his arm broken, and George Knabb 
was injured internally, no doubt fatally. 
The loss to the railroad company is fully 
$75,000. 
^ 
Two Hundred P eople In the Bolus. 
When this was going on tho storm was 
traveling with fearful rapidity, and un­ 
roofed a dozen private residences. 
Directly 
in its path, at the corner of Twelfth and 
Marion streets, stood.the Reading silk mill. 
Here about one hundred and seventy-five 
girls were working. 
The building was a 
huge structure, most substantially built, 
four stories and basement, occupying an 
entire block of ground. It was surmounted 
by a massive tower fully IOO feet high. 
The funnel-shaped storm cloud struck the 
building directly in the center on its broad­ 
est side. 
It fell to pieces as if composed of 
so many building 
blocks. 
Nearly 
200 
human beings went down in that awful 
wreck. 
Human tongue can never tell the 
terrible scenes of that hour. The walls gave 
way, the floors fell down, one on top 
of the other, and carried their great mass 
of human beings to the bottom. 
Amid the 
hurricane, tho whistling and roaring of the 
wind, terrible cries for succor Were sent up 
to Heaven. 
It was a moment that tried 
men’s souls. 
Girls with blackened faces, 
bruised aud broken limbs, their clothing 
tattered and torn, dragged themselves from 
the ruins. 
So, probably, seventy-five to a 
hundred escaped or were dragged out by 
their friends. 
These worked on the upper 
floors and were thrown near the top of the 
debris. 
A t some places the bricks were 
piled twenty feet deep and underneath 
are still lying human bodies by the score.

Cincinnati, Ohio, Jan .—It is reported 
here that a terrific tornado visited Pitts­ 
burgh Wednesday morning and that some 
of the largest buildings were blown down 
and many people killed. 
P ittsburgh, 
Pa., Jan. IO.—A terrible 
wind and rain storm passed over this city 
about 12:80 o’clock this afternoon, during 
which a large building in course of erection 
on Diamond street 
collapsed, carrying 
twenty workmen to the ground and bury­ 
ing a t least twenty more in the ruins. 
Twelve are known to have been killed out­ 
right. 
Six others are fatally injured and 
about thirty others seriously hurt. 
The force of the falling building was so 
great that the rear walls of two other 
adjoining buildings were crushed as if they 
had been made of paper and their front 
walls fell upon the pavement on Wood 
street, burying several people in the debris 
and mangling some others horribly. 
Of 
these, two were a girl and a boy and one 
man, who is unknown, all of whom were 
taken in the patrol wagon to the H omeo- 
pathic hospital. 
A barber shop in the

was 
also 
demolished, 
and 
its 
six 
occupants 
buried 
in 
the ruins. 
The top story in the rear of Eichbaura’s 
building on Fifth avenue, was also knocked 
in, and three printers who were working 
there were injured, but how severely can 
not be learned at present.

killed and injured can not be definitely 
stated a t this time, as many are supposed 
to be still in the ruins. 
It is believed, how­

On the rivers a number of boats 
were torn from their moorings and cast 
about like corks, but they were secured be­ 
fore much damage was done. 
The velocity 
of the wind was fifty miles an hour, the 
highest recorded for years. 
A t 6:45 o’clock in the evening the voice 
of a boy named Gottman was heard issu­ 
ing from the debris, but the rescuers could 
not locate him. 
He said he was all right 
if they could get at him. 
A t 12 o’clock, 
however, he had not been reached and no 
sound could be heard. 
It is feared that he 
died of exhaustion. 
Young Goehring was 
taken out about 9 o’clock. His position 
was such that he could not be rescued 
sooner, and he was kept alive by feeding 
beef tea and whisky to him through a rub 
ber tube.

It was intended to proceed and 
organize permanently during the sitting, 
but somebody got in a motion to adjourn 
until Thursday when the session had lasted 
only half an hour, and it was carried. 
Every member-elect was present and an­ 
swered when the roll was called; something 
not likely to occur again during the session, 
unless it is on the occasion of the election 
of United States Senator.

The Senate organized permanently by 
letting the Republican caucus nominees, 
headed by Chapman for president pro 
tem, and started in business.

Clerks’ and Mechan­ 
ics’ Loan and Build­ 
ing association, 
the 
stockholders of which are all employes of 
the Chicago A; 
Northwestern company. 
When ho took 
his departure $1,000 of 
this organization left with him. 
There has never been any suspicion at­ 
tached to Schall, and his defalcations have 
not been carried on for any length of time. 
I .ast week Schall was sick and remained at 
his home iii Austin until Saturday morning, 
when he reported at the office for duty. He 
lived with tho family of George Church, in 
Austin, and Saturday evening went to his 
home as usual, but took tho 9:10 train for 
the city. 
Since that time he has not l>ecn 
seen, aud is now supposed to lie iii Canada. 
Monday morning when tho vaults in the 
cashier’s office were opened th * cash-boxes 
wore found to be very light. 
It was known 
that a robbery had taken place, and as 
every man except Schall was in his place 
an effort was made to find him. 
A tele­ 
phone message to Austin brought tho re­ 
ply that he had^ not lieen at his boarding­ 
house since Saturday evening. 
Suspicion 
fell upon him and his books and accounts 
were chocked up, but found to have few if 
any irregularities.

The story of Schall’s crime was soon 
nobe l around the building, and tho officers 
of the building and loan association made a 
hasty examination of his accounts with tin 
society. 
It was found that he had taken

B at these appropriations have 
failed somewhat of their full 
purpose 
through the fact that its fair being 
yearly held in different portions of the 
state, there was constant outlay for 
primary expenses. 


THE WISCONSIN DAIETMEn ’s ASSOCIATION 
Our dairy interests are fast becoming 
of the highest importance to the finan­ 
cial well-being of the state. 
When it is 
understood that the milk product of 
Wisconsin is worth annually over $20,- 
000.00C, and the state has taken rank as 
one of the foremost among the states in 
the Union in the prosecution of this in ­ 
dustry, ample justification oan be found 
for the appropriations which have been 
made to this association. It is to this 
organization that credit „ is largely due 
for the spread of suoh information as has 
enabled the state to so prosper in this 
particular, and I would recommend an 
appropriation to the same of $2,000 for 
each of the years of 1889 and 1890. 
In connection with this subject, I de­ 
sire to call your attention to the neces - 
tty for more practical legislation against 
the manufacture and sale of fra u d u le n t 
imitations of butter and cheese, and the 
sale of adulterated milk. Our present 
laws are found practically inoperative 
because of the faot that there is no well 
established agency in existence to secure 
their enforcement. The sale of imita­ 
tion butter and cheese visits serious in­ 
jury upon both ooneumer and producer, 
Upon the consumer, because he is not 
made acquainted with the fraudulent 
character of the compound. He buys 
and eats what he supposes is pure but­ 
ter and cheese, when the contrary is 
true to a large extent. 
Especially is 
this the case in botels and boarding­ 
houses. 
The law gives him no guaran­ 
ty of the true chareter of bis food. 
The producer is injured greatly 
in 
that his market is destroyed, snd that 
largely [through fraud. 
His business 
aids greatly in building up the state. 
In Wisconsin alone there is a hundred 
millions of dollars invested in the dairy 
business, all of it taxable [for the sup­ 
port of the state. 
It would seem, theD, 
to be nothing more than common justice 
that the state should protect the pro­ 
ducer from a competition based on a 
cheat. Several of our 
sister states, 
notably Iowa and Minnesota, to meet 
this evil and injustice have each estab­ 
lished a commission with the necessary 
powers and means conferred by law for 
the suppression of the fradulent [rn ana 
feature and sale of imitation batter and 
cheese as well of the sale of u n d e rr a t­ 
ed, impure or diluted milk. In Min­ 
nesota the work of the commission has 
been mainly devoted to the suppression 
of fraud in the sale of dairy products. 
The following table, showing the result 
of the investigations of tho official chem 
ists of that state, is. however, a most 
significant argument in favor of the or 
ganized effort of society against such 
wide spread and rapidly 
increasing 
adulteration of the food of the people.

The railroads of Wisoopsin are to be 
counted as among the foremost factors I 
which bayebrought the state to its ores- I 
ent high development. Fortunately for ! 
the best interests of all concerned there 
has existed for years a friendly spirit of 
co-operation between the people and the 
roads, evolved from economic considera­ 
tion of their mutual and correlative de­ 
pendence. Our territory is traversed by 
not less than twelve important 
lines 
which connect the east with the greit 
northwest. 
Besides this, we enjoy the 
great advantage of water navagation on 
three sides of the state for nearly the 
whole year. Lying thus in the commer­ 
cial pathway of the continent, interstate 
as well as domestic commerce is depend­ 
ent upon the wisdom of the laws which 
may be enacted for the control of these 
great interests. 
The memorable strug­ 
gle which took plaoe in 1874 settled for­ 
ever the right of tho people to control 
corporations. 
Tho problems of legislation at the 
present time, therefore, are not so mach 
for supremacy as for the right adjust ­ 
ment of the relations betwt en the people 
and their servants. All laws should be 
tempered largely with the desire to do 
that which is for the best for the future 
of Wisconsin as a whole. 
It has been quite too oommon in re - 
cent years to represent the agricultural 
element in our population as entertaining 
hostile and agrarian sentiments towards 
railroads and other corporations, and 
demagogues have sought to commend 
themselves to this element by advocating 
legislation of a most radical and destruc­ 
tive character- 
That they have hitherto 
failed in Wisconsin is due to the well­ 
informed conservatism of the farmers. I 
feel myself authorized to say in their be­ 
half that they have no sympathy, as I 
have none, with any effort at legislation, 
on any question, which springs from 
prejudice. Present laws may not be per­ 
fect, but proposed amendments should 
be aor itinizei with care, and matured as 
well with reference to future conditions 
as to present exigencies. Commercial 
problems—and railroad transpoitation is 
one of them—have always been the most 
difficult to inclos e in legal definition, b lJ 


bo at the best A large proportion of the 
difficulties which confront us, whether 
reel or imaginary, must find their solu­ 
tion in the great unwritten law of oom­ 
mon sense and mutual interest.

The elections in 
this state are, without doubt, ss honestly 
conducted as those in any part of the 
country. But in many instances voters 
are subjected to crowding and unpleas­ 
ant importunities as they approach the 
ballot box. 
In 1887 the legislature 
enacted a law applying to cities of 50,00U 
or more inhabitants, and therefore oper­ 
ative in the city of Milwaukee alone. 
By the provisions of this law most, if not 
all, the annoyances that beset the voter 
at the polls are obviated. This aet has 
now been in force daring two important 
elections in that city, and I am informed 
gives universal satisfaction. I see no 
reason why the provisions of that law 
should not be made applicable to all in­ 
corporated cities an i villages of the state, 
if not to township elections. I commend 
this subject *o your thoughtful attention. 
STATE SOLDI BRS* HOME. 
I desire to call your attention to the ad­ 
visability (of auoh legislation as shall 
place the Waupaca soldiers^ home under 
state supervision and contr ii. Bach 
action is deemed advisable to enable 
eaoh ' inmate to receive the sum of $100 
annually from the United States, in ac* 
oordsnce with the provisions of a law 
passed by congress in 1888.

The report deals with the most yital 
queetions affecting not only the present 
but the future welfare of the individual 
and the sta te ,-and this whether regard 
be had to {questions of finance or ques­ 
tions of good citizenship. 
When we con­ 
sider that the whole number of persons 
enrolled in the atate between the ages of 
four and twenty years of age, June 30, 
1888, was 567,702, and that of this num­ 
ber only 265,477 were reported as attend­ 
ing the public schools, the state may well 
inquire as to the reasons of so muoh ab­ 
senteeism and apply the proper remedy. 
I confess to muoh solicitude for the 
oommon school, and especially for the 
district school in rural communities. It 
is to the little country sobool that we 
must look, in a great measure, for the 
inculcation of the true 
principles of 
American citizenship. 
It is here that 
the great body of our people acquire all 
the education they will receive during 
their lives. I have a profound respect 
for the high school, the academy, the col­ 
lege and the university. 
These, How­ 
ever, are but the fruit of a lowlier blos­ 
som, and they have many and most earn­ 
est advocates. 
It is unnecessary that I 
should press their claims upon you. 
But the oommon district school, the 
“people’s college,” is so much every­ 
body’s business that in many respects it 
suffers from neglect. The child that is, 
the citizen that is to be, has a right to 
demand of the state that it be provided, 
as against all contingencies, with a rea­ 
sonable amount of instruction in oommon 
English branches. 
Especially has it a 
right to demand that it be provided with 
the ability to read and write the langu­ 
age of this country. In this connection 


THE NATIONAL GUARD. 
The reports of the adjutant and quart­ 
ermaster generals will put you in poeaes- 
B iou of all the faots concerning this in­ 
dispensable adjunct of the state govern­ 
ment . I may say in brief that the or­ 
ganization consists of three regiments, 
one battalion of infantry, one troop of 
cavalry and one light battery,, aggregat 
in g 2,282 officers and enlisted men. The 
expenses for 1887 were $54,990.14, and 
for 1888 $56,927.37. It is with profound 
gratification that I am able to report that 
there has been no occasion to oall upon 
any portion of the guard for active ser­ 
vice .during the last biennial period. 
This is doe, I believe, to the good sense 
of our people; but it should not be for­ 
gotten that the Wisconsin National Gulrd 
has been an effective educator in this di­ 
rection. and that, too, for other states and 
nations as well as for ourselves.

The magnitude of the insurance inter­ 
ests of Wisconsin is a stronger com­ 
mendation of the commissioner’s report 
to your consideration thaD any I can 
make. 
The statistics embraced in the 
report of the comm:ssioner are worthy of 
most serious study, This officer occupies 
a most important and responsible posi­ 
tion. 
It is his duty to know whether 
the companies seeking business in Wis­ 
consin are solvent and worthy of confi­ 
dence. To ascertain the faots as to their 
standing it is sometimes necessary to 
make personal examinations, which in­ 
volve traveling expenses, for the payment 
of which there is now no provision. 
I 
would recommend that this defect be 
remedied. I would also recommend that 
the law be amended so as to require the 
appointment of the commissioner by 
outside companies as an agent upon 
whom service of process oan be made. 
A farther defect in the law, to wbiob 
the commissioner calls attention, relates 
to the so-called fraternal life associa­ 
tions. 
Not only are they not subject to 
supervi8ion.bat they are not required to 
render any reports. 
I t seems altogether 
reasonable that suoh associations should 
at least be required to make annual sworn 
statements as to their business and con­ 
dition, and that the statements should 
be published. 
MEETING OF ELECTORS. 
Section 95 of the Revised Stat ates pro­ 
vides that the electors of president and 
vice-preeidert shall meet at the capitol 
and give their votes on the first Wed­ 
nesday in December next following the 
general election at which they were 
chosen. By an act of the congress of the 
United States, approved February 3,1887, 
the day for the meeting of such electors 
is fixed for the second Monday in /ann­ 
ary next after their election, ti 12 o’clook 
noon. While it is very dear that the act 
of congress determines the day on which 
the electors shall convene and give their 
ballots, I recommend that our statutes 
be £o amended as to harmonize with the 
United States law.1
